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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is response to RCE file on 01/26/2006. 
Claims 1, 2, 4, 8, 1 1, 13, 16-20 are amended. 

The examiner thanks the applicant for rewritten all of the independent claims 
wherein contain (object) base claim with limitations allowable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Consider claim 1, the prior art record. Yamashita (Patent NO. 6,256,500) 
teaches a mobile communication system having a radio base station and a mobile 
terminal being able to communicate with said radio base station using a specific radio 
frequency band (C5, L13-38, C6, L4-13 teach base station and a mobile terminal being 
able to communicate using a specific frequency band) comprising: 

a detecting unit to detect speed information concerning a moving speed of said 
mobile terminal on the basis of a received signal from said mobile terminal (C7, L5-16 
teach mobile detecting moving speed); and 

a selection controlling unit to select a use frequency in a higher frequency band 
when said speed information detected by said detecting unit is higher, select a use 
frequency in a lower radio frequency band when said speed information is lower, and 
assign said selected use frequency to the communication between said mobile terminal 
and said radio base station (C4, L24-42, C6, L5-67 teach select frequency with speed 
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information detected by said detecting unit is higher and select lower radio frequency 
band when said speed information is lower), and 

However, in Yamashita reference or combination are fails to teach or suggest a 
confirmation signal extracting unit to extract a confirmation signal from a received signal 
said mobile terminal, said confirmation signal confirming said mobile terminal received 
notification of said selected use frequency for communication between said mobile 
terminal and said radio base station, said confirmation signal useful in timing the 
transition to said selected use frequency as substantially connected and specific detail 
including all of the limitations particularly recited in claims 2, 16, 17, 18 and 19. 

Claims 3-15 and 20 are allowed as being dependent on the independent claims 
2 and 19.
